THE SALVATION ARMY. 


The Saivation Army has reached 
They began public 
operations there last week, marching 
through Pacitic street singing “Glory 
to Jesus, we are Saved from Sin,” at- 
tracting much attention along the 
way. Their headquarters are at Chil- 
dren’s Hail, corner Pacific and Battery 
streets, where they nightly attract a 
motley crowd to hear them. It is not 
the genuine enlisted army, with head- 
quarters in London, but is a band im- 
itating the methods of the London 
organization, under the lead of Rev. 
George Newton, of Alameda. The 
Salvation Army proper has sprung up 
in England within a few years’ past, 


and has made a remarkable growth,. 


radiating from London throughout 
England, Scotland and into India, and 
has now planted itself on this conti- 
nent in New York and Toronto, Can- 
ada. General Booth, the Commander 
in-chief of the movement, began 
preaching in London about seventeen 
years ugo in the streets and. by-ways, 
and from thissmall beginning has come 
the army of to-day, numbering many 
thousands in its ranks. The organiza- 
tion attracts unusual attention from 
the fact that its members are regularly 
enlisted and subject themselves to 
absolute military discipline, and 
are all regularly uniformed, the meu 
being required to wear the letter § 
‘stamped on the collar of their uni- 
form and the women wearing a ribbon 
on theirarm. The objects of the army 
‘are to prevert sectarianism and to 
preach the Gospel to the poor, as it is 
claimed that more good cant be, done 
by remaining aloof from sectarian 
creeds, and also that the pocr of the 
great Cities are neglected by the pastors 
of the settled churches, both of whicb 
claims have some weight.

WHY OHIO WENT DEMOCRATIC. 


The Op: nions of Some Eastern Jour- 
nals. 


Edwin 
Leader, says: **The Republicans have 
met the enemy, led by John Barley- 
corn and King Gambrinus, and were 
routed, ‘horse, foot and dragoons.’ 
The cause of their defeat can be traced 
clearly to prohibition. When our Re- 
publican Legislature passed the law 
taxing the saloons, which has since 
been declared unconstitutional, and. 
passed also a law closing the saloons on 
Sunday, the German element, obeying 
orders from their leaders, resolved 
to punish the Republicans -for 
their temerity by voting with 
the Dem@prats. Added to this 
is the stampede of the  Re- 
publican workingmen on account of 
being worsted in the strikes, particu- 
larly that of the Cleveland Rolling 
Mills.

ARMY OF ‘STAY AT HOMES.’ 


To cap the climax, the Democrats 
were aided by a most efficient corps 
of assistants, consisting of 15,000 sa- 
loonists and 5000 bartenders, ‘making 
a force of 20,000 men who electionec red 
and did all the work in detail and 
stood around the polls peddling tickets 
in addition to the other class of work- 
ers. They assessed themselves, and 
contributed, with what the brewers 
gave, nearly $100,000 to the State Cen- 
tral Committee to be used as a corrup- 
tion fund. All these causes have re- 
sulted in the Republicans losing the 
State by from 15,000 to 20,000 plu- 
rality.

Alf. Kelley, like Peter Pindar, was a 
great story-teller, and he never spoiled 
a good yarn by going out of his way 
after truth; some men are that way., Alf. 
isa printer from Wapello, Iowa, and 
travels up and down along the Missis- 
sippi river, between St. Louis and Musca- 
tine. From certain negro minstrel devel-
